Judge Duncan honored for 
community, legal service 


By GILBERT PRICE 

Aftér several stirring tributes 
by some of the most powerful 
political leaders in Ohio's his- 
tory, Judge Robert M. Duncan 
had the chance to speak in his 
own behalf at a banquet honor- 
ing his 30 years of distin- 
guished service, the last 11 on 
the U.S. District Court. The 
banquet was sponsored by the 
Franklin County Republican 
Club. . 

Duncan, who is leaving the 
court to become a senior 
partner in the nationally- 
known law firm of Jones, Day, 
Reavis and Pogue, expressed 
his own feelings about his 
accomplishments when he 
said, “I'm not talented, cer- 
tainly not brilliant. I'm here 
because I've had the constant 
help and encouragement of 
many people, and a generous 
amount of luck.” 

The 400 guests who met at 
the Sheraton-Columbus to 
honor Duncan were enthusias- 
tic in -thelP awh SOF Ris 
statement: Bat, one Maid ‘to 
believe they were disbelieving. 
If “talented” and “brilliant” 
weren't necessarily the words 
the assorted speakers used to 
describe Duncan's contribu- 
tions, others certainly were 
used. 

U.S. Appellate Court Judge 
Nathaniel Jones called Dun- 
can “a superb jurist...fair, scho- 
larly, courageous.” 

State Rep. Otto Beatty said™ 
Duncan “has provided alight at 
the end of the tunnel for minor- 
ity lawyers.” 

Former Gov. James A. 
Rhodes called Duncan “one of 
the greatest appointments | 
have ever made in this state,” 
and added, “he will go down in 
history as one of the greatest 
lawyers in history.” 

Former Mayor Tom Moody 
summed up the sentiments of 
the audience when he said 
simply, ‘‘| love Robert 
Duncan.” : - 

Duncan; the first Black fed- 
eral district judge to be 
appointed in Ohio, handled 

most of the major cases involv- 
ing issues of discrimination in 
‘governmentin.Columbus, 
including two cases alleging 
discrimination in the city’s 
police department and the 
school desegregation case. 


Moody praised Duncan for * 


“finding péaceful solutions to 
the difficult problems of dis- 
crimination in our commun- 
ity.” In his handling of issues of 
race and racism, Moody noted 
how well Duncan's sense of 
humor and fairness sustained 
him. 

Moody told the crowd that 
when Duncan was serving on 
the Franklin County Municipal

Civil rights group may 
review Copeland hiring

The CALL -& POST has 
learned that the Franklin Board 
of Election's decision to pay 
director candidate Cathy 
Copeland less than her white 
male predecessor will be inves- 
tigated by the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission. 

Copeland has made no pub- 
lic comment on the matter. 
However, a Franklin County 
Democratic Party executive 
called the action “proper,” and 
urged the OCRC to stop Terry 
Casey from continuing on his 
“rampage of racial and sexual 
abuse.” 

The Civil Rights Commis- 
sion has the right to initiate 
investigations in matters of 
racial and sexual discrimina- 


. tion even where no individual 


has filed a charge. According 
to CALL & POST sources, the 
commission staff had been 
studying the applicability of 
the state's anti-discrimination 


‘law to the board of elections: 


position, and found tht OCRC 
had jurisdiction. 


Sources told The,CALL & 
POST that OCRC Executive 
Director Robert Brown had 
been in contact with Copeland 
to inform her of his agency's 
decision. 

Copeland was nominated 
director of the board about two 
months ago, after a bitter dis- 
pute over her qualifications 
between Board of Elections 
Chairman Terry Casey, execu- 
tive director of the Franklin 
County Republican Party, and 
Don Spicer, the former elec- 
tions board director who now 
serves as Chairman of the 
Franklin County Democratic 
Party.

less than the current assistant 
director, Jack McKitrick. After 
weeks of bickering and the 
mediation efforts of the U.S. 
Department of Justice, Casey 
agreed to raise his salary offer 
to $32,500. However, Copeland 
declined the offer and with- 
drew her name from considera- 
tion for the post. i 
it is not clear what decision 
might result from the OCRC 
investigation. Copeland has 
expressed no interest in being 
considered for the post, which 
has already been awarded to 
longtime board employee 
Frederick Romier. in his new 
post, Romier will start at

Black man from Ravenna, Leo- 
nard Moore, was given less 
than $10,000 aftér serving sev- 
eral years in prison for a crime 
he did not commit. The judge 
in that case decided that, since 
Moore was unemployed before 
his incarceration, the state had 
given -him food and clothing 
which offset most of the 
burden of his incarceration. 

There is no legal time limit on 
deliberations of the Court of 
Claims, but an answer is 
expected within a matter of 
weeks.

In its June 6 report to Ham- 
mond, the committee con- 
cluded that the city has a wide 
range of services available 
through private and public 
programs, but that most such 
programs serve only a fraction 
of those in need. 

Too few such program are 
operating in the target area, the 
report concluded; therefore, 
most are relatively inaccessi- 
ble to Black teenagers on the 
near Eastside. 

“The committee believes 
that there is agap in accessible 
services provided to teens who 
live on the near Eastside,” the 
report stated. 

in its recommendations, the 
committee urged the city to 
undertake a comprehensive 
study involving public and pri- 
vate service providers, the city 
school system, the city health 
department, and unwed teen- 
age parents to gather informa- 
tlon to be used in identifying 
areas of need and the types 
and locations of service pro- 
grams designed to meet spe- 
cific needs. 

The committee recom- 
mended that the city Health 
Department and Department 
of Human Services bring oper- 
ators of service programs 
together ‘‘to explore and 
implement ways that providers 


can collaborate and...enhance 
the delivery of services.” 

A recommendation was also 
made that those two city. 
departments join together to 
seek federal funding for staff 
support for city-sponsored 
efforts to address the problems 
of pregnant teenagers and 
unwed parents. 

The committee stressed the 
need for community involve- 
ment as an adjunct to govern- 
ment programs. The panel 
recommended that Black civic 
and social organizations in 
particular be contacted and 
urged to “get involved.” 

With the submission of its 
report, the Teen Pregnancy 
Services Committee formally 
completed its assigned task. 
However, the ‘group will con- 
tinue..to function in order to 
lobby for adoption of its 
recommendations and to mon- 
itor the results. 

Contacted by telephone 
Monday, Miller expressed 
optimism at the way the report 
has been received by city offi- 
cials. Khari Enaharo, director 
of the Department of Human 
Services, has already put a 
staff committee to work study- 
ing.ways to implement some of 
the committee's recommenda- 
tions, Miller sald.
